BOMBAY MISSION. 
Extracts from the Journal of Mr. Graves. 


Dec. 6, 1822.—During the day I had con- 
siderable encouragement from some women 
who seemed almost ready to receive the 
Gospel. But as soon as they became fully 
assured of the necessity of their renounc- 
ing idols altogether, they seemed to lose-at 
once all anxiety to hear. 


Conversation with a Catholic Priest. 


7. When I began religious exercises, he 
came and stood without. I invited him in, 
when he came and took a seat that was furn- 
ished him. Having remarked that he did 
not come to hear me, he with the rest, sat, 
while I knelt and attengled prayer. He in- 
quired whether [ had the form of that pray- 
er, or whether it was extemporaneous. a. 
ing told him that 1 made use of no form of 
prayer, he made some other remarks against 
the loudness with which & prayed. With- 
out making any apology, I proceeded to 
read the third chapter of John, and to ad- 
dress them. He afterwards said that he did 
not object to any thing that I had said as 
to the nature and fruits of regeneration, and 
being bora of the Spirit of God, only that 
without water baptism none could be sa- 
ved ;—and that if I persisted in directing 
the people not to attend mass, he should give 
orders that his people should “not-hear me. 


Singular Mortality. « 
11. Came t Arengul, a small village of 


~ 


Hindoos, containing about “twenty houses. | 
liaving been told that the catholic inhabit- 
ants of this place had died off, I inquired of 
a Catholic priest what had become of 
all his i i that used to frequent the 
great church. He replied they are all dead. 
Did they not remove somewhere, ? “+ Not 
that Lknow.” There has been as great a 
diminution of the Mahratta people also ; 
for they say that formerly there were 700 
houses belonging to their present cast, be- 
sides many of lother casts, especially of 
Fishermen, of whom there are now none. 

17. Went to the village of Ratwuly and 
addressed as many of the people as could 
be collected and gave away one copy of the 
ten commandments in four langeages Then 
went to the next village of Catholics, where 
perhaps 40 persons collected. I addressed 
them on the principal doctrines and duties 
of Christianity, and prayed with them. In 
the afternoon returning, I conversed with 
several in the town, especially Fishermen. 
I had the preceding evening requested that 
if any were resolved on complying with my 
entreaties, they wouki come to my lodgings 
the next day and inform me. One man 
eame with two others, and said that he and 
several more were fully convinced of the 
folly of idolatry, and resolved to forsake it 
for the worship of the true God ; but they 
did not see the propriety of their receiving 
Christ. I told him it was because they did 
not see their own sinfulness, and the holi- 
ness of the living God ; otherwise they 
would see the necessity of a Saviour and 
Sanctifier. 

27. Came to Cotun, where is a Catholic 
church and priest, and many Hindoos, 


Catholic Preaching. 


Lord's day, 29. In the morning, at Don- 
guree, the priest called on me, and convers- 
ed with a great degree of levity. After he 
had gone to the church, he sent an express 
request that I would come ; so, taking my 
Bible I went. After kneeling a moment, 
he addressed the people as if Christ had ac- 
tually been born again, four days before. 
He also repeated the four first command- 
ments, entirely omitting the second, as it is 
in the catechisms, after which he said mass. 

30. A poor old man, who was blind, said 
that his blindness was the pleasure of the 
Virgin Mary, the Mother; on which I re- 
proved him, and reasoned with him. He 
said, we first worshipped the Mother of 
God, and then, Jesus Christ.

Mahim, Jan. 13, 1824. 

In our mission we have no special news. 
The influence of the Gospel on the minds 
of the natives generally is increasing, but 
we cannot speak of special convictions, or 
conversions.

Buildings at Odooville. 


The buildings are, a small but conveni- 
ent dwelling house,—a low stone building 
for kitchen and rooms,—a good bungalow 
for the family of a native preacher,—a 
bungalow for the boys to sleep in,—a large 
bungalow which answers for preaching on 
the Sabbath, and a school during the week, 
—and the walls of an old brick church, 
which is capable of being made with little 
expense a convenient place for the worship 
of God. 

Native free School. 

The number of free schools now attach- 
ed to this station is nine ;—three new ones 
having been formed. ‘They are all superin- 
tended by Solomon, a native member of 
the church, who spend®his time in visiting | 
them. 

Boarding School. 

There are now connected with our fam- 
ily 32 boys and 8 girls, to all of whom, ex- 
cept five we have assigned names. The 
outline of a day with themis as follows. 
They rise at the ringing of the first bell at 
five o’clock, and prepare to take their food: 
—eat,—go to the school bungalow,—at sev- 
en d prayers,—and then study English 
in @@ verandah unti! half past eleven. 
They take their dinner at one o’clock,—go 





—and are dismissed with prayers. Then 
player work till supper at seven,—alter 
which all assemble in the verander, to at- 
tend family prayers in Tamul, and to hear 
remarks or exhortations as their conduet or 
circumstances may require. ‘The older 
boys study in theevening ; but the younger 

o immediately. to bed after prayers. 
Their meals are all taken in common, one 
of the older boys asking a blessing. 

It would be matter of the greatest thank- 
fulness could it be added, that some of the 
children appear to have received the truth 
as it is in Jesus; but though many have 
at different times been serious, and under 
apparent conviction, there is no one who 
now gives evidence of achange of heart. 


Congregations and Preaching. 

Our congregations at the station on the 
Sabbath mornings have been much better 
the last year, than at amy time previous ; 
consisting usually of from 250 to 300 per- 
sons, of whom 50 are adults, and the re-

Aug. 7. A large company of women 
came from the church and sat down in the 
room where I was with the family of Doo- 
manee.

place :—it is for this reason that we have no 
fear of you, have laid aside our veils, and 
treat you as a friend.” 





‘The 
manner of spending the Sabbath, as to 
preachins, lnc., is -as follows, Sabbath 
School from seven to nine o’clock,—then 
preaching wntil half-past ten,—after which 
a second service, or a kind of conference, in 
our verandah, until twelve. Preaching in 
the neighboring school bungalows in the af- 
ternoon,—and attending to the Sabbath and 
other Christian lessons of the boys and ser- 
vants through the evening. 
Effects of Preaching. 

Three since the last journal was sent, 
have, as we hope, passed from death unto 
life ; and a few others have been more or 
less under serious impressions. Of the for- 
mer two have just joined the church, and 
the other is a candidate for admission. 

Communicants. 

The native members at this station are 
nine in number ;-—-Maleappa and his wife, 
Solomon and his wife, Katherman and his 
wife, James, Chellache and Vaylache. 
George Koch, who joined the church at Pan- 
diteripo, is also present with us ; so that the 
whole number of communicants, including 
ourselves, is twelve.

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SANDWICH ISLAND MISSION. 


JouRNAL OF THE Mission. 


March 10, 1823. The chiefs and people 
are becoming more and more desirous to 
adopt the custom of burying their dead in a 
decent manner. The former custom was 
to bury them secretly in the night. 

30. By particular request of the king, 
Mr. Bingham preached at Wyteete, in the 
morning on the character of Cain and Abel, 
&on the resurrection of Lazarus. Mr. Bing- 
ham, with the consent of the king, took his 
station under the shade of the large how 
trees, and the multitude, not less, probably, 
than 2,000in number, great and small, gath- 
ered around him to hear the wonderful doc- 
trine of the resurrection of the dead. 

26. The king now established in a large 
new house, which has been four months in 
building, lays a taxon the nation for dollars. 
The larger chiefs pay from 40 to 60, smal- 
ler chiefs pay 19, to 20 dollars. ‘The king’s 
servants about his person, even his cook, 
and his little pipe lighter, pay two dollars 
each. 

The tax will amount to $5,000, at least. 
Thisis a national custom ; nor is it the 
exclusive privilege of the king. His moth- 
er lately built a house, and collected of 
those that entered it about 800 dollars. A 
house built in the fort before our arrival, is 
said to have collected 2,000 dollars. 
Admission to the Church of the new Mis- 

sionaries, by the ship Thames. 

Lord's vay, May 4. A day of special 
interest and congratulation in the Islands. 
At nine o’clock the church was so filled 
with natives, that the mission family could 
hardly find a seat in the house. ‘The king 
and principal chiefs were present. Mr. 
Ellis preached from that very elevated pas- 
sage in the prophesy of Isaiah, ** How beau- 
tiful upon the mountains are the feet of him 
that bringeth good tidings.”” At 11 o’clock 
A. M, the church was again filled by for- 
eigners and natives. Mr. Richards preach- 
ed from the spirited words of Nehemiah to 
his enemies, ** The God of heaven he will

After a few momests, I took the New- 
Testament and read to them out of the 3d 
chapter of John, with regard to regenera- 
| tion, and endeavored to explain to them the 
meaning of baptism.——All listened atten- 
tively, and after a while one of the women 
said tothe others, ‘*I wish this man were 
our curate.” ‘Then turning to me, said, 
** Will you not change your dress and be- 
come our curate fF? I replied, * Were I 
your curate | could say nothing better to 
you than this :—Love Jesus Christ with all 
your heart,—irust in him for salvation,-- 
confess your sins before God,—live a _life 
of prayer,—and do good to others.”—All 
were silent, and in this manner I addres» 
ed them for some time. 

Discussions respecting the Virgin Mary. 

30. An Arab from W. dined with us, and 
in conversation he asked me, if I did not 
believe that the Virgin Mary was a spotless 
being, born without sin, ‘+ No ; (said 1,) 
she was a sinner, and had need of the mer- 
its of her son, in order to be saved.” ‘This, 
he sail, could not be. You think, (con- 
tinued I,) tohonor Jesus Christ by giving 
glory to the Virgin Mary, and the saints, 
who were poor sinners, saved by his blood ; 
-—but you do not honor him, you dishonor 
him. You take not him alone for your Me- 
diator. God will judge you, and the great 
day of decision is hastening on. If you 
wish to honor God and his Son Jesus Christ, 
you must act according to the rules laid 
down in the Gospel, and not according to 
the fancies of your own heads. Jesus Christ 
is all and inall; and if you worship any 
other, you may say you area Christian, but 
you are not. In heaven all the angels sing 
glory to the Son of God ; and if ever you go 
there, you must sing glory to his name 
alone.” * Do they notsing glory, (said the 
Arab,) to the virgin Mary also ?? “+ No, 
should a single angel dare in heaven to sing 
glory to the Virgin Mary, he would instant® 
ly be thrust down to hell ! Such a son 
was never heard there since the angels of 
God existed !” At this all stared at me 
with a kind of wonder, and the conversa 
tion ceased. 

Sep. 4. (In the evening the principal 
priest of the village called on Mr. King,, 
and introduced a discussion by inquiring 
whether the mother of Jesus had any chil- 
dren subsequently to his birth.—To this 
question Mr. King replied by showing some 
reasons which in his view rendered it pro- 
bable that she had. ] 

“ God forbid,”*—said the priest in a rage, 
—‘* God forbid.” ** God pardon us ;” 
“God pardon us :” and left the reom in an- 
ger. LTimmediately followed him to the 
room where he had gone, and sat down with 
the family. He was talking about me in a 
great rage, but I did not mind that ; I went 
and took my seat close by his side. 

My Instructor, fearing that we should 
have a quarrel, begged me not to go, but I 

ersisted and went. As I sat down by him 
fe turned his face from me, as if IT were a 
miscreant,—a person to be despised by all 
men. I said mildly, “ Aboona, I wish to 
say one thing ;—we profess. to be disciples 
of Christ.——his followers ; andit does not 
become us to speak with anger. Christ 
was humble; and when men opposed hii 
he did riot fall into a passion.”? ** True,” 
said the priest, lowering his voice and turn- 
jing towards me. I continued, “1 belieye 
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in Jesus Christ ; and he is all in all tomy

The mother wept much ; and a priest with 
whom I had often conversed, came in and 
wept like a child. I improved this occa- 
sion by telling him of his duty as a shep- 


herd, and spoke to him of the great day of 


account, and the responsibility that rested 
upon him, and his duty to search the Scrip- 
tures. The family I exhorted to prepare 
for death, and the awful seenes of eternity, 
which are approaching ; and to love the 
Lord Jesus Christ, to read the word of God, 
and to be careful to keep all his command- 
ments. 

It was truly an interesting scene ; and I 
was surprised to see the feeling exhibited 
by the Arabs on my departue. As I left 
the house they Hee 3 me with blessings, 
and as I passed through the street many 
commended me to the care and protection 
of the Lord.

MISSIONARY TRIALS. 
Evtract of a letter to the Editor of the Reli- 

gious Intelligencer, written by @ young 
man who has devoted himself as a teach- 
ev of heathen children. 

Marurw, (Choctaw Nation,) May 16th, 1824. 

Dear Sir,—Since I took up my residence 
among this benighted people I have found it 
one of the greatest earthly blessings to be 
favored with religious intelligence from the 
peaceful land which gave me being ; and I 
can assure you that your valuable paper has 
often revived my drooping spirits in this land 
of darkness. It has indeed, been such a 
comfort to me that [feel almost unwilling 
to be withoutit. But my circumstances are 
such, that I must, unless your benevolence 
will bestow such a blessing upon me—lI 
feel that the favor would be greater than I 
deserve, and | Know you have numerous ap- 
plications of the kind which have not been 
disregarded. 

I have been located to teach a small 
school about 80 miles south of this place. I 
ain to live in an Indian family, who is to put 
up a small log school house, and to give me 
a little hut in his yard tosleepin. IL expect 
to go there in a few weeks to labor, to weep, 
to sing, and to pray, and perhaps to die. 
What trials I am to meet with I know not, 
but all will be well if He in whom I put 
my trust will dwell! with me there. 

{ could fill my paper with intelligence 
from this natiop. of a peculiar interesting 
nature ; but Mr. Evarts is now here on 
business, and 1 have but a little time to de- 
vote to writing.

That 
the Presiding Elders should be appoiated by 
the several Annual Conferences, and not 
by the Bishops. 2. That each of these Con- 
ferences be authorized to appoint a Com- 
mittee to assist the Bishops, or General Su- 
pe:intendency, in stationing the Preachers, 
and prescribing their circuits.

plied to the brute creation ; sometimes, 
when from the superior kindness of a mas- 
ter, the natural affections, which spring 
spontaneous in the human soul, shall have 
bound two hearts together in the bonds of 
mutual regard, by the endearing ties of 
husband and wife, when these shall have 
become surrounded by an off-spring, dear 
to their hearts, it has frequently been 
known, on the demise of their ancient 
master, and the accession of anew one— 
(O ! ye sons of Belan-poor ! how will your 
bosoms swell with pity and with anger at 
the shameful, but veracious asseveration;) 
this family of love is broken up; the chil- 
dren rent from the bosom of their moth- 
er ; their heart-rending and piteous cries 
unheeded—the husband and the wife torn 
asunder by the ruthless hand of unfeeling 
avarice, and sold to different masters ! 
Their entreaties meeting only with cold 
neglect ; their remonstrances deemed pre- 
sumptuous, and replied to by the blood-reek- 
ing scourge ! Alas ! in what darkness ; 
in what alienation from the divine will 3in 
what fearful moral destitution, must this 
people—these miserable slaves, and their 
most unfortunate masters, be sunk ! 


Considering the blindness and infatuation 
of this people, we have felt it our bounden 
duty, to send out among them a number of 
our intelligent and benevolent men—to en- 
deavor to spread among them the light of 
humanity and justice—to endeavor to arouse 
them to a sense of the enormity of their 
crimes ; to stay the hand of the oppressor, 
and to bind up the wounds of the oppressed. 
To enable us to do this, we humbly, respect- 
fully, but urgently, ask your aid ; from the 
rich abundance with which you are blessed, 
enough may be given without the least em- 
barrassment, to carry light to thousands of 
those benighted masters, and to carry con- 
solation to tens of thousands of their unfor- 
tunate slaves.” 

The noble sentiments of these philanthropic

The 
oats, in some places, was levelled with the 
ground, and every grain switched off, x 
with a flail. In the pire of 3 miles, it is 
estimated, that it broke down a thousand 
cords of timber. Its fury was limited ty 
but a few rods in width.

LIGHTNING.—On the 23d ult. a thunder. 
cloud passed over the city of Troy, (N. Y.) and 
struck the Presbyterian Meeting-House. The 
building was saved by its lightning-rod. It was 
a startling peal that accompanied this terrible 
discharge of electric fluid, so much so, that some 
persons in the vicinity of the Meeting-house, were 
thrown down by the concussion, though no one 
was hurt.—We hope this formidable electrical 
experiment, will convince every one of the utili. 
ty of lightning-rods. Every high house, at any 
rate, should have one ; and, it isa great safe-guard 
to atown to have high steeples with conductors, 
The rods should be inserted several feet into the 
earth, and lead away from the foundation of the 
building. 

On the same day a thunder-shower passed over 
the town of Rye, (N. Y.) and the lightning struck 
in five places, in two of which it proved fatal in 
its effects. 1Itstruck a school-house, and between 
30 and 40 of the scholars were knocked down; 
8 or 10 were unable, for some time, to rise up ;' 
and 6 or 7, when first taken up, by the teacher, 
were apparently dead—-12 or 14 were more or 
less injured, and 2 were instantly deprived of life. 
—At the same time, the lightning struck the 
house of Mr. James Philbrick, a mile distant from 
the school-house, and a son of Mr. P. about 19 
years of age, was instantly killed. 








PRESBYTERY OF INDIANA.

A PLEA FOR ZION, 
Addressed to Presbyterians of the Presbytery 
of New-Castle. 


The want of the stated means of grace in 
many extensive and populous parts of this 
Presbytery, and the consequent prevalence 
of irreligion, cannot but affect the heart of 
every friend of Zion to whom these facts 
are known. And doubtless there are many 
who are sincerely desivous and anxious that 
something may be done for the cultivation 
of these waste places. Impressed with this 
belief, and sincerely desiring the prosperity 
of the church, the writer ventures to ofter 
his thoughts on this subject. He is induc- 
ed to do it at this time, because the annu- 
al meeting of the Missionary Society of 
New-Castle Presbytery, will very soon take 
place : at which time the members of the 
Presbytery and other individuals who feel 
interested in this thing, will have an oppor- 
tunity of confering together, and devising 
some plan of action for the attainment of 
the great object of that society, which is 

the advancement of the Church of Christ. 
It isnot at present known that much good 
has been done by the efforts of this society; 
yet, doubtless, eternity will unveil imstan- 
ces of success which will infinitely more 
than compensate for all the sacrifices which 
have been made by its friends. Butit is be- 
lieved, that a plan may be formed better 
adapted to insure success, than that which 
has been heretofore pursued. Suppose a 
articular «istrict to be selected as a field 
or missionary labor ; and within this, four 
principal stations fixed for preaching on the 
Sabbath. Let these stations be at the dis- 
tance of 5 to 10 miles apart, as circumstan- 
ces may direct. The missionary could 
preach at two of these places every sabbath; 
consequently there would be preaching once 
in a fortnight on the sabbath, at each place. 
Besides this, it would be the duty of the 
missionary, to preach, and hold prayer 
meetings on other days of the week, within 
the district, and to visit from house to house 
and perform all the duties of a Pastor. 
Now, may we not confidently hope, that 
the labors of a faithful and prayerful minis- 
ter of Christ, thus directed, would be bless- 
ed ; and that, in a short time, congregations 
would be organized, which would do some- 
thing considerable towards the support of 
a minister, and in a few years be able to 
support him entirely ? Butamay we not sup- 
pose circumstances still more favorable— 
are there not districts within the bounds of 
our Presbytery, where there are many indi- 
viduals anxious for the preaching of the 
gospel by ministers of our denomination ? 
These persons would esteem it a privilege 
to contribute to the support of the gospel, 
and are already prepared to co-operate with 
the benevolent efforts of a Missionary Socie- 
ty. At present they do little or nothing in 
this way, because they cannot hope that any 
thing, which they are able tg do, would be 
effectual. But hold out to them the promise 
of assistance. Say to them “do what you can 
for yourselves, and we will make up the de- 
ficiency ;” and should we not soon have the 
happiness of seeing our vacant congrega- 
tions prospering under the labors of stated 
Pastors, and many new congregations form- 
ed, and diffusing the peaceful influences of 
the gospel through regions now destitute F 
And al! this good would be effected in a 
considerabhe degree through the instrumen- 
tality of the people themselves, and without 
any large contributions from the funds ofa 
missionary society. But, if funds are ne- 
cessary, it is confidently believed that the 
want of them would not long be felt. Let 
the people see that their money is doing 
good, and doubtless there are hundreds in 
our congregations, who would think it a 


I may be too sanguine in my expectations 
on this subject ; but surely something ma 
be done, and* something too, that will tell 
when we are dead. Let us suppose a dis- 
trict, in which the people Would contribute 
only one fourth of the support of a minister. 
In this case the Mis’y. Soc’y. must su ply 
three fourths. But Ae long will they have 
to continue this appropriation ? Every year 
will reduce, for every year will add. new 
strength to the congregations within the dis- 
trict. And may we not suppose that in a 
few years with the blessing of the great 
Head of the church they can live without 
the gh yh of the Society, and soon begin 
to make return of the favors received, by 
contributing to its funds. Here then is a 
flourishing pastoral charge added to our 
Presbytery, and in a region which in all 
probability would still bea moral wilderness, 
nad it not been for the benevolent efforts 
of a Mis’y. Soc’y. Now according to this 
calculation what would 20 years effect ? 
But I believe this calculation is too small. 
If this thing could be entered into with zeal 
and prayerlulness, I believe a society could 
be formed which would contribute two 
thirds or three fourths of the support of two 
Missionaries, the rest to be made up b 
the — among whem they should labor. 
In this case what a change would 20 years 
effect in our Presbytery? Whose heart 
does not leap with joy in the anticipation of 
such prosperity to the cause of Christ ! and 
who does not feel a holy ambition to be 
instrumental in God’s hands in bringing 
about such glorious results ? A.

He was advised 
to take charcoal, and he took dose after 
dose till he had taken a large coffee-cup full 
in less than thirty hours ; his disease was 
checked, and his linen and_ bed-clothes 
turned yellow with the perspiration.

EMIGRATION TO HAYTI. 


A shert time ago a meeting of persons of 
color of New-York, was held in the Africay 
Baptist Church of that city. ‘The Rev. 8, 
KE. Cornish, Pastor of the African Presbyte. 
rian Church, was called to the chair, and 
the Rev. Peter Wilmans, Jr, of the Ameri. 
can Episcopal Church was appointed secre. 
tary. 

President Boyer’s communications tp. 
rether with citizen Granville’s instructions 
raving been read, a motion was then made 
and seconded, thata society be formed, and 
was carried by a unanimous vote ; after 
which the following constitution was adopt. 
ed: 

CONSTITUTION, 
Of the Haytien Emigration Society of New. 
ork. 

Wuereas very liberal and philanthropic 
offers have been made, by his Excellency, 
President Boyer, of Hayti, to aid the free 
people of colorof the United States of Ame. 
rica, to settle themselves under his govern. 
ment ;—We the undersigned, believing 
that his offers afford the fairest prospects of 
improving the condition of the people of 
color of any plan that has been presented to 
our view, have agreed to form ourselves in- 
to a society, to aid such of our brethren as 
may be disposed to emigrate to Hayti, and 
have adopted the following articles as ou 
constitution : 

Arr. 1. Any person upon paying fifty 
cents a year from the time of his entrance 
shall be a member of this Society. 

Arr. Il. The business of this Societ 
shall be conducted by a Board of Managers, 
consisting of twenty persons, who shall be 
elected by ballot annually, by the members. 

Art. III. The regular meetings of the 
Society, shall be held once in every three 
months, viz. On the first Wednesday in 
October, the first Wednesday in January 
and the first Wednesday in March. 

Art. IV. The Board of Managers shall 
have pewer to fill all vacancies in their num- 
ber, and may by a majority of two thirds of 
their votes, declare the station of any man- 
ager vacant, who shall wilfully neglect to 
fulfil the duties thereof for three months. 

Twenty persons were then chosen a Board 


of Managers.

SIX NATIONS. 

The Six Nations are the remnants of # 
confederacy of Indians, celebrated in the 
history of Ny orth America : they are known 
by this name among the British and Ame- 
ricans, but are called Iroquis by the French. 
These Six Nations-the Mohawks, Cayugas, 
Oneidas, Senecas, Onondagas, and Tusca- 
roras—were originally possessors of a great 

art of the State of New-York ; most of the 
Mohawks and Cayugas have emigrated to 
Canada : fhe remains of the other four Na- 
tions, with some other Tribes which they 
have received among them, amounted, in 
1818, to 4575 ; and resided in 14 Reserva- 
trons, or portions of land reserved to the 
Indians, but surrounded by whites ; these 
reservations contain 265, 315 acres, but are 
in separate parts of the state, the extreme 
points being 250 miles distant from each 
other. ‘These Indians have, of late years, 
nade great advances in agriculture and civ- 
ilization. Religious instruction is provided 
for them by several Societies assisted by the 
Government.
